II. LACFCD to prepare a draft outline for the Pilot Program Report for 

Compton Creek (Reach 24) and Lower LA River (Reach 25) for Working 

Group discussions before the March 31st submittal deadline. 

III. LACFCD will develop a calendar with proposed Working Group agenda
